November 15, 1978— a report was received that 
Robert Scrutch had spotted a round flying object hurd¬ 
ling past him in the vicinity of the Bronx, N.Y. Uncon¬ 
firmed reports also state that 78,000 other people 
had sighted a similar object just seconds earlier.
